*Tli« sew Garden Terrace Theatre at 
Tankton, South Dakota, illustrates 
the fact that universities and colleges, 
tha country over, are learning to pro- 
Tida their own entertainment by wdt- 
ing and ^rolacing playa on their o«rn 
cunpiuee. ;TbiB actlTlty is leadlss to 
t6«'^f«tBlng of playwrights and dirae- 
tors as well as actors, and to tbe ea- 
tablUbment of theatrical firmr, a dor 
cldedly new'phaae of academic contact 
with contemporary art and life. Some 
of the most significant work, more- 
.otfr. : is . being .done at the omalJer 
schools, especially those at a distance 
froni^Ufge cities. Tjio movement 
.uromiaes much, botli for the school 
ud the theatfft. .. 

■'•Yaakton Collège, for instâoce. Is 
fOBtnihg the taste for good drama 
which (he isolation ot tha aobool 
tiakes it practlcally-imposBlble to see 
nnless the productions are brengbt to 
)he ewnput. The Garden Terrace 
Thètitr* is both practical and pictur- 
esque and was built largely by the 
cqmmûnity though placed on the cot' 
lege grounds. ^ A wall and lilac hedge 
inclose an area 140 feet by 200 feet, 
and 800O people may be accommodat- 
ed within bearing distance of the 
stage. Vines trail over the grey 
will* Md flowers bloom in décorative 
vttMB. ' The theatr« Is used for May 
fetes and various summery festivals 
as well as for regular plays. The 
Cobum Players and other profcs- 
eional companies hayè appeared hero 
before enthusiastic audiences. 
' The Yankton Theatre attracts the 
whole town and thus «xompltflos the 
actual contact with th» ouUlde world 
established by such enterprises, which 
at the ifame time protAded wholesome 
■ activity «nd amusement for the atu- 
ditnts themselves, 

Aotoal praetj|ce la the designing and 
nukklngof édstùmeis and stage settings 
is a practical phase of the courses iii 
;ind play: producing, and 
ration between players, dt- 
recttt«MM|» hands, property men, 
and'lWwjB^ifc'Uuitg means much in 
the ws^btjbuibesB and artistic train- 
ing. The day' hâs gone by when i 
' study of the drama meant merely ab 
stract, class-room analysis ot th>t 
classIcB. The old dramas are being 
made real to the student by acting 
them, seeing themt end helping , to 
"put them en." And the modem p^ay 
has Its large place Id the interpreta- 
;tion of a -modern tvorld 

New York managers, eapeeitlly ot 
the bett«r class plays, are not slov 
to retognize the' merit of college 
trained actors. A younk woman from 
a Middle West university carae to New 
York a stranger with no experience 
except In college jiays and was given 
a place in one of the big successes of 
the season.. It w^ a smslt part, to be 
sure, but it gave her the opportunity 
iihe was seeking. ' The manager turn- 
ed away 50 applicants for the vacancy, 
many of them experienced, because 
they 'looked llkn chorue slrls." Thf; 
university glrlB' breeding was what 
this manager wrated.

Outdoor theatres have mnfie c ppc- 
cial appeal. Often soma natural fe: - 
lure of the campus ia u^ed as a basis 




'When w« were boys we loved to 
skate over thfin Ice while fully con- 
scious of its thinness and well aware 
of the coldnoas of the water that lay 
underneath. - As a mle, w« managed 
to slip safely over the glassy Burfaoe, 
although It; bent threateningly at 
times and Qigbtened us. It was fine 
to be so n<>ar to the real thing and 
yet escape it! And so,' because we 
did escape the ''real thing,'' we went 
on to more atid more foolhardy, ex- 
ploits. But ocoaalonally we did take 
the plunge that hrdagtat -ub into Im- 
mediate contact with the reality 
whitib -m knew alV the time lay be- 
neath. Unplefsanl; though It might 
be to biBome immersed In such reality 
against our wills, each contact did 
give UK an . impression that waa stored 
in our memories for future .reference, 
and on th<^ whole we were'better and 
wiser for the experience. 

Now,; apaloffloB v« uauilly poor, 
and Inco^Plél^. things,. 80 we won't 
attecnpt tjo foilow this one too far. 
But the fact Is that the average man 
is very much of the boy yet, happy 
enough to be sliding over the surface 
of things. «QBSciouB that only his thin 
and uncertain sel f-ooncèit séparâtes 
him from realities whiob. he knnws, 
might profoundly influence his 
course; but acting as if he had his 
f oet on the steel deck of a battleship. 

The trath of the matter is that we 
all love to live In a world make 
believe, and feel horribly cmftarrasBed 
w|ien forced Into a first hard ac« 
qnaintanco witb'Reality. A nameless 
fear slalks In otir midst and casts 
shadows aometlineB where the . sun is 
expected to shine, closes mouths that 
were opened to speaJi; drops heads 
tliat 1^ reaolved to be Jield erect. 
The fear is nameiess only till we have 
the courage to name it. Then it Is 
Reality — and not eo much to be 
feared after all, and: more likely to 
prove a friend. 

' The average man does not want to 
face the Reality of Woman, gradually 
wearing away his pseudo^reBtig;e, 
outelaesinf him in, fieldB where ho 
has thought hlmBclt supreme, stand- 
ing qucstioningly at his side wihere 
he fondly imagines himself to be 
standing alone. He closes bis eyee 
and talks a liltJe louder when ahe 
climbs "biusBphantly ujion^tha plane 
of his e^eluBlveness, and -ChraatenB to 
tipltl Wblle'hiB'ayes are shut and 
his tOD8tt« la in action, she does not 
exist for iblrn -* traV siie is tliore Just 
the same, and soon will b^s askfng 
him to move. And he will move,' 
willingly and • gracefully too,— tor 
Reality onc^' accepted Is not aàlt so 
fearsome as In prospect. Like Death 
itf elf it may be paioless, although 
terrible in its appearanee. 

Men have said that women could 
never sueoeasfully rival them because 
of fundamental deficiencies^ In phy- 
sique and Intellect. Qualifications 
of that statement have already bc< 
come necessary; and there will yet 
be types of social efficiency, and of 
Intellectual aehleremeDtevplve which 
wUl'*o(!ome roasCer incentives of 
bumM eifort, and It may be the mind., 
of W!ânâus£i«th«r thaa of man that 



will rise to tham. A noted Moioio- 
gist has already producad a strong 

argument to show that the mind of 
woman will b« the psychic centra of 
the civilisation of ,the future. The 
psychic centre ot past civilizations 
has been the mind ot tho fighting 
male, and they have been largely 
failures. If this be so, emulation of 
the ostrich will not profit us. Better 
to face the music that^ ushers In the 
wAnai^I " ' I 
. . Another phase of Reality that man 
•bows little disposition to face 
frankly is man himself. There Is 
almost nothing outsldo ot the boa 
constrictor cage that man is so afraid 
to be left alone w|th as himself. He 
will face all the visible and .invisible 
terrors of .the battlefield; risk «II 
his fortune — and his wife''s — on 
the tables at Monte Carlo; wrestle 
with all the bulls and bears of the 
stock market; walk unfalteringly 
under the fire of -whole batteries of 
feminine eyes; Jostle kings; and 
loop-the-loop in a wind-mill. But to 
sit down in the quiet alone with bim 
self and have it out — oh. nol He 
must needs contrive a smoke screen 
to lessen visibility — it he had Ink 
like a cuttle tith he would probably 
throw that; or perchance he must 
take a little anaesthetic from a bottle 
with numerous stars upon it, risking 
an overdose which may cause him to 
See even worse things -than himself 
Or, verhaps, -when -these things fail, 
he plunces himBelf under the walori 
of the Sts Lawrence, ' and thereby 
shuts off all possibility ot ever get- 
ting away from liimselt. Knougb; if 
he is John Smith, then John Smith is 
the last fellow that be wishes to 
meet face to face and to know 
through and through. His reason tor 
that is, perhaps, that helnrlahêrenil'y 
honest ho fears he mig'bt be Inclined 
to expose to the world something of 
-what be may learn about John Smith 
In these moments ot intlmady. The 
remark haa been made that some mon 
would be a good Investment It thoy 
could be bought for what they are 
worth and sold tor what they thlnlc 
they are worth. That lml>li{ss a 
rabher disappointing time for thuse 
men 'it they should realjy get ac- 
4ualnt'ed With themselves. 

But the results ot sclt-acqualntance 
would, hot always be disillusionment 
of the disappoiutlng kind. It is con- 
oelvalble, nay probable, that the sum 
total ot human happiness might be 
Itnnieasuraibly increased ' it men 
should come to recognize their real 
selves — and take the .consequences. 
There would be some « real .'.'trnds'," 
some real self-friendships bt à worthy 
and uon-egotistlcal kind, for It Is 
quite as possible for men to realize 
theh* own Inherent divinity and to 
learn to respect it, as it is for tliem 
to abe the ugliness of their ways and 
to iMtbe it|jtta^MnB|^ of 
sohlilty in!|'l&$r|»l^^ to be 

discovered by the possessors ot it. 
There are latent posslbllUies for the 
fulfllnnAt ot many seenlngly extra- 
ragant dreams, but they must be 
sought oqt in private Interview. To 
know the troth always demands cour- 
age. And the truth is Reality.

Play writing is encouraged by the 
offptlnK of prizetr. ■ ■"

Political Bias Re^nsible 
For the SurpHsiiig Out- 
bursts. 




In these days when the position ot 
John Keats as a gtea't English poet 
has been so long âastiréd, It Is par- 
ticularly Interesting, if somewhat 
humiliating to hark back lUO years 
or sb'.'h't flibme oflhe^'earller roviewh 
of his work. It* Is humiliating bo 
cause the writers ot these reviews 
were. In some cases at any rale, men 
possessed of a sincere love for and 
Just appreciation oi|- English l^lera- 
ture; men who,. In the us^ of Lock- 
hart', for Instance, were : tiiemselves 
ahU writers, and showed Chcmselvcs 
on many occasions able to appreciate 
not only that which was boautitul in 
Itself, but that which had promise ot 
better work in tho future. . And yet 
the two most notorious reviews of 
Keats' "Endymlon," that generally 
aserllMd to Lockhart, which appeared 
in Blackwood's Magazine la August 
of 1818, and that ^hich appeated in 
the Quarterly Reriew the following 
Beptenibet, display not only a failure 
to recognize the essential beauty 
shining through all tho crudities ot 
thlp strangely immature effort, but a 
failure to perceive the smallest trace 
of k^nius, -wiiêrê to-day it' eeems so 
evident. Worn 'stllV,' these reviews 
are pervaded 'f roii i>«ginning to end 
with rancor, a.nd at least once, in the 
case of Lockhart, with a perfectly 
amaElng vulgarity. 

Ot course, political bias was largely 
responsible for producing the atmos 
phere in which the Vevlew's were writ 
ten. Keats was weTl known as one of 
the circle of Leigh Hunt, and Leigh 
Hunt, anathema -with such a high, 
Tory as Lockhart or 'with Oittord, the 
editor of the Qiiàrterly. They had a 
terrliblo" dietrust for: the "Liberal" 
school In those days, In which Leigh 
Hunt was a central figure, and the 
attack launched against Leigh Hunt 
lif Blackwood's Mégàzlnc, probably 
also the woEk ot Lb^khart; are among 
the'most preposterous in the history 
ot lû'éi-àty criticism. 

In these articles there are several 
warnings ot the storm which. would, 
isevltftbly break It Kqats were pver 1;,o' 
do anything oal^ng,tor serious notice. 
Allusion' is several times nfado to 
"Johnny Keats" as an "amiable _bard- 
llng" and a puling satellite, of; the 
arch-offender. Hunt. But, as à matter 
Cft fact, Keats, when his turn came, 
was treated, pljdljr In Blackwood, 
conipared iwltb Hunt. The strictures 
on "Endymlon" ' are, it is true, idle 
and otf|nslve to a degree, but Keats 
at any rato escaped the charges ot 
vice and infamy which were freely 
hurled at Hunt. Where Keats is con- 
cerned, the writer In 'Blackwood is 
simply, content witb yulgarlfy*, with 
such personalltleà as "bo back to the 
shop, Mr. John, stlok , to 'plasters, 
pills, ointment boxes,' etc." it is 
certainly a pitiful performance. 

'^l'ÀISiiiffiEL*.''' Quarterly, while 
it dOM^ojPjwoehd'lo. personalities, is 
obvloiisly. pervaded by the same biao, 
and the writer contrives to make even 
his recognition of "powers ot lan- 
guage, rays of fancy, and gleams of 
genius" in the author ot '"Endymlon" 
appear as something very like an In- 
sult. "It is not . that Mr. Keats (if 
that be his real same, tor we almost 
doubt <that any man In his senses 
would put hl8 real name to such a 
rhapsody). It is not, we say, that the 
author has . not powers at language, 
rays of fancy and gleams of genius, — 
for . he has all. these; but he Is un- 
happily a disciple of thë new school 
of what has been somewhere called 
Cockney poelty; which may be de- 
fined to consist ot the- most incon- 
gruous ideas. In the most uncouth. Ian- 
guage/^ro QfTthi8.whqoH> r Mr:'. 
Aunt, BB' Wîe' bt)served'in a- fcirmcr 
number, aspires to- be the hlero- 
phant." And so the isecret is out. 
Thence onward, Mr. Hunt and his 
iniquitieB. are never rehlly out of the 
way. T'hey come in' again- and again, 
like a (3reek choras; pr«Servlng the 
continuity of the Isist pat>agraph. 

As to the detailed criticism of the 
poem itself, In so. tar as there is any, 
it ii^ even more amatlns than the 
diatribes against: Letgb* Hunt and 
Keats himEelf. ànd'all' their housss. 
"He seems to ..uB -tb: wilte a lino at 
random, and then be folio w!< not tho 
thought excited by this 'line, but thaj. 
suggested by the, rhyme with which 
it cbnoliides." So writes the Quarterly 
reviewer, and, to illustratb his point, 
selects this from the account of the 
ftast of Pan.; ,

AVhat Is to bo made of such criti- 
cism? Of this same passage, Sydney 
Colvin in his biography of Keats, has 
this to say — even at the risk ot quot- 
ing too much, it must bo quoted: 
"What can bo more fresh and stlr- 
ringT what happier In rhythmical 
movement? or what niore character- 
istic of thevtrhe. irislinct by which 
Keats, In dealing with nature, 
avoided word-painting and palottc- 
work, leaving all merely visible 
beauties, Ihéistatlonary world of col- 
ors and forms, as they should be left, 
to the painter. an<i dealing, as poetry 
alone Is able .to deal, with those <le- 
llghlH which are felt and divined 
rather than seen, with tfio . Ihing 
activities and opérant magic of tho 
earth?" When.appreqiationB'such ab 
this are placed «lde by side with Ihe 
reviews of 100 years ago, the result 
Is, oriou^htito'be, « not humiliating, 
at any rate decidedly chastening. 
"TherQ,'.' said tho famous leather- 
seller ot Fleet; Street, as he saw a cer- 
tain wrongdoer^ passing by,, "there, 
but for' the grace of God, go I."

Canadian industry Is facing tho 
present price situation with courage 
and looks to the- future with optim- 
ism. By the spring there Aould be 
a return to normal buying, acoordtng 
to the general view of Capadlan man- 
ufacturers as expressed in the Cana- 
dian Products Annual Review Number 
of Industrial Canada which consti- 
tutes a valuable symposium of indus- 
trial opinion. A revival of activity 
In the metal and iron, and steel In- 
dnitrlea Is anticipated' by the» spring. 
The vice-president of tho Canadian 
Car and Foundry Company says that 
while financial conditions may delay 
the placing of orders for a time. It Is 
felt that within the next two or three 
months theee obstacles will be re- 
moved. If iabol- beicdiiea settled, par- 
ticularly In the building trades, the 
president of the' Steel Company of 
Canada looks for a business revival 
shortly. The outlook of tbc pulp and 
paper industry is regarded as favor- 
able with the promise of largely In- 
creating production.' The president 
of the Laurentide Company says that 
all newsprint mills In the Dominion 
are contracted up to full capacity, and 
they have the assuraùoe of the pub- 
lishers that they expect to use the 
full amount of their contracts. In 
the automotive industries, 'Mr.- T. A. 
Hussell, president of Wlllj-a-Ovorland. 
Limited, point!; out that 70 per cent, 
of the cars now in uke are business 
vehicles. "This," he says, "gives tho 
motor car industry a confidence In Us 
future, and imanufacturers genemlly 
are looking forward to a gradually 
improving demand after the first of 
the year. Thero has also been a de- 
cided check on production In the last 
six months,. and it takes so long to 
get under full production, ^bch a 
break has been made, that quite a few 
keen observers expect to see an actual 
scarcity of motor cars during the 
months of March, April and May," 
Mr. Wm. M. Gray, vice-prcsidoht of 
the Gray-Dort Motors, Limited, is 
equally optimistic. As far as their 
plant Is concerned, he regards the 
Outltidt for the .1021 market as "very 
favorable." 

In the shipbuilding industry the 
aittifctlon is complex. With the reduc- 
tion in prices of materials and the 
increasing efitletency of labor, prices 
are steadily coming down, and the 
man&£;ing director of Canadian 
Vickers, Limited, Montreal, states 
that it is confidently predicted that 
with the further reductions both in 
wages and materials anticipated in 
the near future prices \yill be so re- 
duced «8 to enable Canaiia to compete 
In the open markets of the world, if 
exchange difficulties cVn be over- 
come. Mr. J. G. McLurg, of the Hali- 
fax ' Shipyards, - bowévër, 'siécs no cn- 
cpiiragement from the present situa- 
tion and believes that by next July 
every shipbuilding plant in tho 
country will be closed down for lack 
of orders. 

In the lumber industry thé general 
opinion is that with the small pro- 
duction In recent months and with 
very much reduced stocks, the indus- 
try should experience a prosperous

While the December returns are 
encouraging and perhaps Justify 
moderat« optlmtom, closer analysis 
of exporu and hnporii auggeata that 
tbc lmi>rov«iiieat may. 1>« largely sea- 
•onal and twnpor»ry. . Of the ten 
main daaies tinder which our exports 
are grouped. Important increases were 
shown In only two. these being "agri- 
cultural- • and vegetable- ' products, 
mainly, foods," and Vwdod.-'wood pro- 
ducts, paper, aad manutectUrea." A 
■mail Increase was shown In the 
value of exports of "iron and steel 
and manufactures thereof." Large 
decreases were shown In the value of 
exports of '.'antaifila and animal pro- 
ducU." "flbrea. toxtiles, and textile 
producU," "oreB,.méUls and meUl 
manufactures, other than Iron and 
steel," and exports In the "miscellane- 
ous" group. The values of exports of 
"agricultural and vegetable products 
other than food" ahd ' "noh-maUUlfl 
minerals and- prgducts'.' were also re- 
duced. These declines' in considerable 
measure tiudoubtedly are explained 
by price recessions, but Canadians 
have something to think about in the 
fact that our exports, other tbaa 
those of grain and paper, were much 
lower In valiie last December than in 
December, 1919. Grain exports have 
been abnormally heavy, but this may 
mean that shipments will be lighter 
than usual during the remainder of 
the crop year. . 

The reduction of |8,671,27D In the 
value ot Imports, was due lu part lo 
price reductions and also no doubt 
to the general curtailment of buying 
by importers until present stocks 
have been largely llq^ildated. It 
should bo noted, .however, that the 
decline was prin<!ipally in Imports of 
free goods. ' The returns show in- 
creased Imports of metals and metal 
manufactures, particularly Iron and 
Bteol.. Tho value of Imports'of non- 
metalllo minerals and their products 
was double that of December, 1919. 
Then, too, there is another factor on 
account of whieii our import an<} ex. 
port statistics might to be corrected 
The valuaitlon of Imports le practi- 
cally on a gold 'basis and conislderably 
less than when metisured in Canadian 
currency. On the other hand, the 
exports are given In terms of Cana' 
dian money. It will be obvious,, theili 
that imports take considerably more 
money out of the country that the 
official valuation indicates. 

Whatever encouragement there may 
be in the December trade fl|IV|«i 
ought to Btimuiktè the Canadian peo- 
ple to stm gràit*r efforts to reduce 
imports from abroad and to increase 
exports to the'*'greatost possible ex- 
tent. - Our ti^e-pbsltion is still a 
scriou^-'ono and adverse exbhange is 
materially incrèaslng tho.cost of liv- 
ing in this coiijÉitr^. ' It. is especially 
serious in- the ohse of coal, 'sugar. Iron 
and steel, cottoii, oils and other pro- 
duèts, which sfre large factors In 
Canadian family budgets and In the 
cost of producing goods In this coun-
